Eraſiſtratus, the ſonne of thy frend Seleucus, is thy king, 
who thzough loue and ſilence, is at the poince of death, 
thou ſeeſt that foz modeſtie, and honeſtie ſake. af this bis 
laſte and doubtfull paſſage, he hadde rather choſe to die, 
then by ſpeaking to offends ther, and wilt thou not helpe 
dim: This his ſilencs. this diſcretion, that his reuerice 
whiche he Heweth , ought to moue the to compaſſion, 
CTbinke my welbeloned Eraſiſtratus, that if he loue ar- 
dently, that be was fozced to loue .

that was wozthe fine hundzeth Ducattes of goide, 
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to robbe and diſpoile, telling An- 
ozder of their intente : who moze co- 
uetous, then well aduiſed, went with them .

f rauiſhe me by fozce. The Erle ſeing that(anvfarre 
— doubt ing of the ennie, and malite ofthe Courte, 
then his owne conſcience, foz anye committed face, 
fcaryng alfo,that moze credite wonld be giuen, io te 
wickedneſce of the Ladle, then to his innotentie) con- 
ucighedhimſelffrom that place.e'ſo ſwne as hee could, 
be went out of the palace, and ſledde home to his owne. 
houſe, wher without any further aduſſe,he placed his 
childzen on hozſeback, and ſo wel as he could caried the 
to Callice. At the bzute and nopſe ofthe ladie,manye 
people aſſembled.UWho ſeing e hearing thoccaſid of ber 
trie, not only beleued her wozds, but alſo affirmed that 
+ the pompouſe ſtate of the Erle, was vſed by hym to 
bꝛing to paſſe,the effecte of his deſire. Then they ranne 
to the houſes of the Erle, in greate furie,to arreſte its 
perſone:but not finding him there, they firſt ſacked his 
houſes, and afterwards overthzew them to the ground, 
The newes hereof (ſo wicked as might be deuiſed) ar⸗ 
riued at the King and Dolphins Campe. whereof they 
were ſo troubled and offended, that they condempned p 
Erle, and ali his pʒꝛogenie to perpetuall crile : pꝛomi⸗ 
ſing great giftes and rewardes,to them that would pꝛe 
ſent them quſcke 02 dead. The Erle being offeded in his 
conſclence,foz that he was fledde, innocent of the fade, 
made himſelfe culpable thereof, and arriued at Callice 
with his childzen, diſemblinge what hee was, and ſo - 
dainlye paſſedouer into Englande, and in pooze appa⸗ 
rell. trauailed vp to London, And befoze he entred the 
citfe,he gaue his chiloꝛen diuers admonicions, but ſpe- 
cially of two things. Firl, that they ſhould beare pact- 
ently the pouertie, whereunto foztune(withoute their 
offence)had bzought theim. Afterwardes, that wiſelys 
they ſhould take herde, at no time to manifeſt, « declare 
to any man, from whence they came, and whoſe child:# 
they were, as they loued * tdeſr owne lues.

flame, that he concetued none other but to plats 
and dallie with her, in ſuche ſozte, that ſpirites being 
in Loues full poſſeſſion, Loue dealt with hym ſo crue- 
lie. that he coulde take no gbte.

During this diſo2- 
der,the vulgar people began ſecretly fo grudge,as well 
foz the confuſion and diſoꝛder of the Empire, as fo: the 
ill gouernement of the ſame(and ſpectally , becauſe the 
Baſchats coxrupted with auarice, imploſed them ſclfes 
fo their particuler pꝛoſite, and to inriche them ſelnes, 
with the ſpoile of the people). The laniſzaries on the o⸗ 
ther ſide,a warlike people, and bzought vp in continuat 
exertiſe ofarmes,began with open voice, to detrade and 
flaunder their Lozde,commonlte complaining, dowe he 
conſumed his life , lie an effeminate perſone, without 
inferring oz dopng any pzofite to the Empire. To bee 
ſhoꝛt, the matter came to ſuche deſolation that it might 
rather haue been called a ſedicion, then a murmure : and 
vet there was none ſo hardie, as durſt attẽ pt, to declare 
the ſame to the Emperour, knowing him to be of nature 
ſo terrible, cruell, and rigozous, that with a woꝛde, he 
would put him todeath,that went aboute to withdzawe 
bim from his deſire. Therewithall he was ſo dꝛõke with 
the beautie of the Greeke, that the leſte matter, wheres 
with they might giue occaſion , to withdzawe him from 
his negligent lite, was enough to dzfue him into a rage 
and kurie. This pe Emperour was ſo be witched, that 
not onely he conſumed, daies and nightes with her, but 
be burned with continuall Jalouſie, whoſe beautie was 
ſo liuelp painted, in the inwarde partes of his harte and 
minde, that he remained thus onerwhelmed in beaſtly 
pleaſure, euery man in par ticuler, and all in general, 
conſpired againſt him, with one determinate minde, to

nour is offred foz rewarde.Lhis Lozde marſed a Ladle, 
the doughter of one of his neighbours , a womã wozthie 
foz ſuche a huſbande:whoſe beautie was ſuche, as then 
was none comparable vnto her:which the moze (ncrey/ 
ſev,foz that ſhe was indued with perfite vertue,andfur- 
niſhed with ſo good behauiour, that right good myndes 
and wittes ſhould be occupied, nate, rather put to thetr 
ſhiſtes to decide, whether gift were greateſt , either the 
exquiſite wozkemithip of her extelling beautie,o; whe- 
ther Nature had imploled all her cunning , to framed 
bodie to appere befoze menne miraculous, oz els herhv 
neſt poꝛt. her good grace, curteſie, and graue mildneſle) 
accompanied with vertue , not vulgare oz common ty 
many men, whiche made this Ladle fo ſhine, like the glb 
ſtering Planet of Mars, emonges other the wandering 
ſtarres In ſuche wyſe as the verie ſanage and bzute, 
were fozced with ſplendent fame, to pꝛaiſe her to be ſach 
a woman, whoſe equall they neuer knewe , to be in al 
their Countrie, who made the houſe ol her huſband glo- 
rious, andhym a contented manne , to beholde ſache 
Starre to lie by his ſide, which ſuffiſed to flluſtrate,and 
beautine a whole countrie, by her onely owe —

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to nobilitate a race,although the bloodde of aunteſtours 
did falle, foz the actomplichement of their perfection, 
Suche is the greate fozce of vertue , whiche not ancly 
did aduaunce her, aboue them that doe her (mbzace, but 
rather did conſtraine the ennious, to haus her in aumi⸗ 
ration. But theſe admſratours , and pꝛaiſers of vertue, 
doe not vle ſuche indeuour fo; the merites, whiche they

Which woes the people did ſone be⸗ 
teue.thinkyng 5 diuers gentlemen felous of Violenta, 
had made a fraye. Foz ſhe hadde now loft her auntient 
reputation, by meanes of Didaco: who (as the fame and 
common repoꝛte was bzuted) dyd kepe her. When ſhee 
had ſpoken thofe wo2ds, the Judges were incontinent. 
tye adnertiſcd aſwell of the murder, as of that whyche 
Violenta hadde (apcd, and wente thyther with certaing 
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He) doe ſuffer me to eſcape pour handes, thinkyngets 
fave my body,you ſhalbe the cauſe t whole ruine of my 
ſoule,foz with theſe mine owne handes, whiche you ſc 
befoze pou, J will deſperatly cut of the thzed of mp life. 
And with thoſe wozdes ſhe helde her peace: whereat the 
people amaſed,and moued with pitie, lette fall the luke 
warme teares, from tteir dolozouſe epes and lamented 
the milfoztune of that pooze creature: imputynge the 
faulte vpon the dedde knighte, whiche vader colour of 
marſage had deteiued her. The magfſtraces determi⸗ 
neng furthcr.to deliberate vpon the whole mater, caQ- 
ſed the ded bodſe to be buried, and committed Violenta 
againe to UWarde,taking awaye from her, knſues and 
other weapos, where with they thonght ſhe migh#hurte 
ber ſclf. And vſed ſuch diliget ſearche and inquirie, that 
the Pꝛieſt which marted them, was ſounde out, and the 
ſeruaunt of Didaco, that was pꝛeſente at the mariage 
of Violenta, beyng eramtncd,depoſed howe by his mat. 
ſters commaundment,he caried his hoꝛile into the cot 
trie, and do we de commaunded him , to tome to hym a- 
gaine the nert moznyng to the houſe of Violenta, And 
all thynges were ſo well bzought to light, as nothynge 
wanted fo: further inueſtigacton of the truth, but one. 
2 confeſſion ol him — was dedde — Violenta 
common opinion Yndges, was condipned 

to bee behedded : not onely foz that ſhee had pꝛeſumed, 
tu puniche the knyghtes tromperie and offence, butfoz 
her erceſſiue crueltte doen vpon the dedde bodye. Thug 
infoztunats Violenta ended her lpfe , her mother and 
bzethzen deyng acquited. And was executed in the pze- 
ſence of the Duke of Calabria, the ſoonne of kyng Fe. 
deric of Aragon: whyche was that tymethe Viceroy 
there, and afterwardes died at Toꝛry in Frannce : who 
incontinently after cauſed this hiſfozte to be tegiſtred, 
with other hinges woꝛthie — ,channs 
«boy ced. 
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ted in his time at Valencia. Bandell daeth wiite, that 
mayde Ianique was put to death with — 
Paludanus a Spaniard, a liue at that tyme, wzitethan

baue had,tofind a gentleman idle ina cite. bo rather 
did reſozt to their tountrie houſes with their families, 
whiche were ſo well gouerned and furniſhed, that you 
ſhoulde haue departed ſo well ſatiſfied and inſtruded, 
frome a ſimple gentle mannes houſe as pou __ 
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haue doven from a greate Citis, wert it neuer ſo well 
ruled, by ſom wile andpzadent Senatour. Bat ſithens 
the woꝛlde began to ware olde, it is come agapne to ves 
ry inkantie, in ſuche ſozte that the greateſt nomber of 
Cities, are not peopled in theſe dates,but with a many 
of idle gentlemen , that make their reſiance and above 
there, not to pꝛołite, but toconttnew their delicate life, 
and they doe cozrupte not onely themſelfes,but(whiche 
is wozle)they infecte them that kepethem companie, 
whiche J will diſcourſe ſomewhat moꝛe at large, foz ſo 
much as the gentle woman, ot whom J will deſcribe the 
hiſtoꝛie, was bꝛought vp al the time of her pouth, in one 
of the fineſt and moſt delicate Cities of Pedmonte. And

donghter of Maximilian the @mperour, went in pꝛo⸗

Tun 
woman bepng ſerved , and reuerented with greate hy 
noar, wared werie of to much ref and quiet, and begi 
to bee fnamoured of a Gentleman ber neyghbour, whi 
in a litle time thee knewe ſo well to vſe by tookes, am 
other wanton totes, that he did eaſely perceiue it, not 
withſtanding foz the honour of her huſbande, he woul 
not ſeme to knowe it, but a farre of . Now this warm 
loue bylitle and litle,after wardes began to gro tus hot; 
foz the yonge woman wearte of ſuche long delaye, nat 
able to content her ſelf with lookes, vpan a day finding 
this ponge gentleman in connentente place , as he was 
walkynge barde by her houſe , beganne fo reaſon with 
hym of termes and matters of loue, tellynge bym that 
he liued to ſolttarie, in reſpect of his ponge peres, and 
how the had al wayes been bzought vp in Townes, and 
places of greate compante, and reſozte , in ſuche wyſe 
that now beyng in the Countrie, ſhe coulde not eaſely 
digeſte the incommoditie of beyng alone, ſpeciallye fo; 
the tontinuall abſence of her huſbande, who ſcarſe ta 
monethes in a pere, remained at home in bys owne 
bouſe. And ſo falling from one matter to an other, lone 
pꝛicked them lo ſoze that in fine they opened a wape to 
that that troubledthem ſo muche,and ſpectally the wo- 
man: who fozgettyng her honour, whiche o2dinarilye

man, neighbour of the Loꝛd, grieued beyonde meaſure, 
foz that he was come home, paſſed and repaſſed man 
times, befoze his Caſtel! gate, thinkpng to gette ſomy 
loke of his Ladies eye:but by any meanes the could not 
foz feare ofher huſbande, who was not fo foolyſhe,that 
after he ſawe him goe befoze his gate ſo many tymes, 
without ſome occaſion,but that he eaſety iudged, then 
was a ſecret amitie betwene the. Certaine dayes after, 
the gentleman to inſumate hymſelt into the Todes fw 
nour,and to haue acceſſe to his houſe ſent him averye 
erceltente Ter telet ot a Faucon and at other times, he 
pꝛeſented him with Heneſon,and vmbles of Dere, u 
the he hadkilledin hunting.

know how to coutertait to be ſicke. The Duchelſe being 
departed 
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departed frb Emilia, began to plaine her ſelſe bitterly, 
fayning ſometime to feele a certayne payne in her ſto- 
macke, ſometyme to haue a diſeaſe in her head, in ſuche 
ſoꝛt, that after diuers womanly plaints (pꝛopꝛe to thoſe 
that tele themſelues ſicke)ſhe was in the end conſtray - 
ned to laye her ſelle do bone, and kne we ſo well howe to 
diſſimble her ſickeneſſe,that(after ſhe had certain dayes 
kept her bed) there was muche doubt of her health. And 
during this time Emilia had layed ſo manye amozous 
baytes to terde her Phiſitian, that he whiche knew very 
well the moſte happy remedies fo; the body,coulde not 
nowe finde any to heale the malady of his owne minde. 
Emilia hauing noſeled Paiſter Appian with amozous 
topes,began to make him vnderſtande the oziginall of 
the Duchelle ſickenelle, the effectes of her paſſion, the 
oder that che had bſed during the furious courſe of the 
ſame. Adding thervnto foz concluſion, that it he woulde 
kepe the matter ſecrete , and ayde them with his coun⸗ 
ſel,thewold by e by pꝛomiſe him mariage by wozds,foz 
the pzeſent tyme,and that from thence fozth ſhe woulds 
neuer denie him any fauour oz pꝛiuitie. That onely re⸗ 
lerued whyche no man can honeſtly demaunde , till the 
mariage be ſolempntzed in the face of the Churche . In 
witneſle whereof ſhee kiſſed him with great affection, 
The Phſſitian moze eaſed there withall, than it he had 
tene his Hippocrates oz Galen, rayſed agapne fro death, 
pzomilsd rather to loſe his life, than ſhe ſhoulde want 
bis helpe. Andfoz the better beginninge of this enter- 
pꝛiſe, they went pꝛeſentlye to viſite the Ducheſſe . In 
whome they founde ber pulſe ſo to beate.the tongue ſo 
charged, the fomake ſo weakned by a continnall ſutfo⸗ 
tation of the matrice, that the pacſet was in very great 
peril of death. UWhervnto euery man did eafly giue cres 
dite foz the reputation + great experience of p Phiſici, 
And mater Appian hauing comaunded al the chambze 
to bs 
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to be vopded, made the Dacyeſſe to bnderſfande in few 
wozdes, how it behoued her to gouerne her ſelf. Audi; 
better to clone her cauſe, he bzought her at that ina 
alittle perfume, by retepuing the (anour whereof, h& 
ſhould often tymes fall into certayne litle 
and by often vſingithe perfume , it woulde eate away 
der colour fo2 a time, that it ſhould ſeme,as though ij 
dad not gone out of her bed in half a yeare, Nenerthe. 
leſle it ſhoulde doe her no other diſpleaſure, and that u 
thz> oz fouredapes , with certapne other dzugges, h| 
woulde reſtoze her colour as liuelp as it was befoze. 
Whiche the Ducheſle lyked beſt of anye thinge inthe 
wozld. And they thꝛe togither played their parts ſo well 
that the common bzute thzoughout al the city was,that 
the Ducheſſe would die. The Duke being aduertiſed of 
theſe things,cauſed al þ of Thurin, to aſlem⸗ 
ble, to pꝛouide foz the of the Ducheſſe: Who being 
come togither, with the Dake — 
litle after — — Pons 
and ſeyng ber to ſowne diners times befoze them. wer 
in great diſpayzeof her health. —— ä — 
what debated the matter with Paiſter Appian, not 
knowing whervpon to reſolue, they ſapd vntoþ Dake, 
that it behoued him to pꝛouid foz her ſoule,foz that they 
ſa w in her the oꝛdinarie tokẽs and meſſangers of death. 
The pooze Duke beyng ſozowfull beyonde meaſure, 
fo: that he loued the Ducheſle entterlye, ſent foz the 
Suffcagane of the Biſhop of Thurin,a man of very bo- 
ly iyfe,to thintent he might gine her good counccl.To 
whom ſhe confeſſed her ſelfe with a voyte ſo freble, that 
it ſemed tobe moze than halfe dead. Ber talke was not 
log,but vet ſhe made him beleue that nature failed her, 
and that by little and little ſhe dzew towardes her end: 
Deſiring him to haue her in remeb2aunce,and her pan 
ſoule in his oziſons and pꝛaiers. The Suffcagan — 
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cone. the Duke e others, with a great number of Gen- 
tlemen and Ladſes, went ſnto the chamber. But ſhe be- 
gan then to enter into ſo greate rauing, that euery bo- 
dye was afeard of her.

And with that the Du- 
chelle awaked as it wer out of a heauy ſlepe,crowling 
ber eyes to and fro, with a ſtraunge trembling of al ber 
members , began to pzonounce with an interrupted 
voyte © glozious Apoltle, in whome from my tender 
youth, I daue euer had my ſtedtatt truſt t hope, be now o 
mine interteſloʒ in this cruell aſſault of death, to Jeſus : 

And J make a vowe now to the, that if J maye ,, 
retouer mp health, J wil my ſelfin perſon, goe honour * 
thy ſacred bodye, in the pzoper place where it repoſeth. 
And hauing ended her fayned the counterfaſted ? 
a ſl&pe , and ſo continued the ſpace of. ij. os. it. houres, 
— — — — themſel - 
nes, extept the poze Duke, d not depart from 
ber. vntil ſhe waked, and in the meane time ceaſted not 
to pzape to God foz the health of his lopall ſpouſe. Aftec 
the had ſo well played this Pageaunt by the ſpace of an 
houre oz two,fapninge then to awake, ſhe beganne to 
ſretche foztheher armes and legges with ſuche fozce, 
that whoſoener dad heard the nopſe, woulde eaſily haue 
ludged that ſhe was deliuered from ſome great to2mye. 
And beholding the Dake her haſband, with a pitify! eye 
(who had leaned his head nere vnto hers in the bed) ſh&

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caſt her ſtretched armes negligentix vpon his necks,

a while from marſage . But the pooze Duke altogtther 
rauiſhed with ioye, hauing his white bearde all temp.

were at the doze, hearing them ſpeake,entred the chan 
ber, who finding the Dacheſſe ſomwhat better thanke 
was, publiſhed the ſame incontinentip thoꝛo we all the 
titie, wherof the Citizens being aduertiſed(bicauſethey 
loued her dearely) made pzoceſſions and other thankes 
gluings to God, as in caſes lyke hath bene accuſtomed.

quieted on euere ſide,ozdayned fo2 dis & teut᷑enant vy 
the frontiers of Scotland, ont of his captaynes, nana 
Vvillam Lozde Montague. To whome bitauſe he hay 
' foztified Ro „ and addzeſſed manye enterpþ 
ſes againſt the enemies, he gaue the Carledome of S. 
tesburie , and married him honozablie with one of the 
faſreſt Ladtes of England. Certapne dapes after, King 
Edwardeſent him into Flaundres, in the compante of the 
Carle of Suffolke, where Foztune 33

farie,in ſteade of making appzoches 

rrapned to goe further of . Andhantng intelligente by 
certaine ſpyes, that the Kyng of Englande was depar- 
ted from London, with a great armie, to come to ſuc- 
tour the Coatefſe, perteyuing that a farre of, they wer 
able to dos little good, they were fapne ſhoꝛtty to retire 
home agayne to they: ſhame. Kynge Edward departed 
from I ondon, trauayling by great iournepes with hys 
armie towardes Salesburic, was adnerttzed , that the 
Scottes were diſcamped, and fledagapne into m— 
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Albett they had ſo ſpoyled the caſtle in many places, that 
the markes there gaue ſufficient witneſſe , what their 
intent and meaning was. And although the kyng badds

acertaine numbꝛe of Gentlewomen and Souldfours 
that remained, to iſſue fozth to miete the kyng, who be⸗ 
ſides her naturall beautie,. foꝛ the which ſhe was recom⸗ 
mended aboue all the Ladies of her pzonince, was enri⸗ 
ched with the furniture of vertue and curteſie . Whichs 
made her ſo incomparable, that at one inſtant, ſhe raui⸗ 
Hed the heartes of all the Pzinces and Lozdes that did 
behold her. in ſuch wiſe, that there was no talke in al the 
armie,bit of her graces and vertue,and ſpeciallie of her 
excellent and ſurpaſting beautie. The kyng hauynge 
made reverence bnto her, after he had well viewed all 
her geſtures and countenaunces.thought that he hadde 
neuer ſcene a moze godlier creature. Then rapt with an 
incredible admiration he ſaid vnto her. Padame Coun- 2» 
telle, J doe beleue, that if in this attire and furniture 2» 
wherein you now be, accompanied with ſo rare and ex- 2» 
tellent beautie, ve had been placed vpon one of the ram 2»

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full eyes, ſomewhat towardes the kyng , ſhe ſaſedbntg 
6 htm.Py ſoueraigne Lozde,your grace may ſpeake pour 
« v{eaſure.15ut J am well aCured, that if you had ſen the 
ce numbze of ſhotte, which by the ſpace of. xij.houres wert 
c beſtowed ſo thick as haple,vpon euery part of the Fozte, 
6“ pau might haue judged what good will the Scottes di 
cc heare vnto me and my people. And foz my ſelfe J am aſs

ſage and wyſe aunſwere , chaunging his minde, wente 
towarde the Caſtle : where after interteſgnement any 
accuſtomed welcome, he began by litle and litle, to fel 
him ſelfe attached with a newe fier .

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of her tale, but one came fo tell them that the Tables 
were couered foz dinner, che king well fedde with Lone, 
dyned foz that time very ſoberly,and not able to eate but 
vpon amoꝛous diſhes , did caſte his lokes inconſtantly 
here and there, and fill his eyes thzew the laſt loke vy 
that part of the table, where the Counteſle ſat, meaning 
thereby to extinguiche the bopling flames, whiche incei⸗ 
ſantly did burne him, howbeit by thinking to cole them, 
de further plondged himſelfe therein. And wandering 
thus in diuers cogitations , the wiſe aunſwere that the 
Coanteſſe made like a vaunte currour, was continually 
in his remembzance, and was well aſſured of her inuin⸗ 
cible chaſtitie. By reaſon whereof, ſeing that ſo hard an 
enterpꝛiſe, required a longer abode, and that a heart ſq 
tchaſte, could not ſo quicly be remoued from purpoſe, cas 
refull on the other ſide, to giue oꝛder to the waightie al⸗ 
faires of his Realme , diſquieted alſo on euerpe ſpde, 
th:zough the turmoile of warres, determined to departe 
the next day in the mozning,reſerning till another time 
moze conuenient, the purſute of his lone. Bauing taken 
oꝛder foz his departure, in the mozning be went to ſeks 
the Countefle,and taking his lesue of ber, de pꝛaied her, 
to thynke better of the talke made vnto her the daye bes 
foze , but aboue all, he beſought her to haue pitie vpon 
hym. Whereunto the Counteſſe anſwered, that not ones 
ly the pꝛayed God inceſſantly to giue him vicozte ouer 
his out warde enemies, but alſo grace, to tame that car- 
nall paſſlon, whiche did ſo tozmente him.Certaine dayes 
after that Kynge Edwarde was arriued at London, 
whiche was the place of his oꝛdinaxie abode , the Coun- 
teſſe of Sarisburie was adnertiſed , that the Earle her 
dulbande, being out of pꝛyſon, conſumed with griefe 
and ſickeneCe,died by the way home wards . And bicauſs 
they had no chyldzen, the Carledome retourned to the 
kyng, whiche firſt gaue the ſame vnto him. And _ — 
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had lamented the death of ber haſbande the ſpace of ma- 
nye dayes, ſhe retourned to her fathers hoaſe , whichs 
was Carle of Warwicke . And foz ſo muche as he was 
one of the kynges pzfuſe Counſell, and the moſt part of 
the affaſres of the Kealme paſſed by his aduiſe and coun- 
ſel, he continued at London, that he might be moze nere 
vnto the kynges perſone .
